After man has made his first 
trip to the moon, what can you say? 
Words seem to fail to express the 
magnitude of this occasion. 
Since this is one of the m ajor 
m ilestones in m an's history it is 
great just to be alive during this 
historical moment. 
Our family spent the latter part 
of last week on the lake and had to 
settle for listening about the trip 
on the radio, but we imagine that 
we will have ample opportunity to 
view the space walk on TV re -ru n s 
before the week is over. 
We join all of the world in con­ 
gratulating the three astronauts and 
everyone else involved in this s c i­ 
entific achievement. 
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Astronauts Walk On Moon; World Awaits Their Return 
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The people of Hamlin, like 
their counterparts the world 
over spent a tense weekend 
as they stayed by their tele­ 
vision sets or their radios as 
man made his first walk on 
the moon. 
Two Americans landed and 
walked on the moon Sunday, 
the first human beings on its 
alien soil. They planted their 
nation’s flag and talked to 
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their President on earth by 
radio-telephone. 


Millions on their home plan­ 
et 240,000 miles away watched 
on television as they saluted 
the flag, and scouted the lunar 
surface. 


The first to step 
on the 
moon was Neil Armstrong, 38, 
of 
Wapakoneta, 
Ohio. 
He 
stepped into the dusty surface 


at 9:56 p.m. CDT. His first 
words were, 
’That’s one 
small step for man, a giant 
leap for mankind.” 
Twenty minutes later, his 
companion, Edwin E. “Buzz” 
Aldrin, Jr., 39, of Montclair, 
N. J., stepped to the surface. 
His first words were, "Beauti­ 
ful, beautiful, beautiful, 
A 
magnificent desolation.” 
They had landed 
on the 


moon nearly six hours before, 
at 3:18 pm. CDT. 
Both 
astronauts 
reported 
they were back in their space­ 
craft at 12:11 a m. CST Mon­ 
day. "The hatch is closed and 
locked,” Armstrong reported. 
The two 
moon explorers 
blasted off the moon at 12:55 
pm. and joined their com­ 
mand ship, Columbia, piloted 
by Astronaut Michael Collins 


and started their return trip 
back to earth. The three men 
are scheduled to return to 
earth today (Thursday) and 
the whole world is expected 
to breathe a little better when 
they are safely aboard their 
pickup ship. 


A number of Hamlin busi­ 
nesses were closed Monday in 
observance of the occasion. 
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I his week we will try to offer 
some pros and cons on the final 
three proposed amendments to the 
state constitution to be voted on Aug 
5. 
The seventh amendment on the 
ballot would provide for payment of 
assistance to surviving spouses and 
m inor children of governmental of­ 
ficers, employees, and agents, in­ 
cluding m em bers of organized fire 
departm ents and certain organized 
police 
reserv e 
units, who 
have 
hazardous duties and are killed in 
the perform ance of those duties. 
Those for this amendment say 
that the people have already voiced 
approval of the principle involved— 
that the public should aid those de­ 
pendent on public employees who 
perform hazardous duties for the 
public benefit. Also the amendment 
does not automatically provide a s ­ 
sistance 
as the legislature must 
name 
the 
groups to receive the 
benefits. 


Those opposed say that the a- 
mendment does not place a lim itation 
on the amount of assistance which 
may be provided and the cost is 
the re fore unknown. Also many of the 
employees covered are employed 
by cities and counties and they feel 
that this cost should be borne by 
local political subdivisions. 
Amendment eight would author­ 
ize the Legislature to provide for 
additional loans to students at in­ 
stitutions of higher education under 
Texas Opportunity Plan. 


Those favoring the amendment 
say that there is g reater demand 
for student loans than is currently 
money available since it is still too 
early for the money to come back 
in from the first loans. They also 
point out the need for m ore Texas 
citizens to get a better education 
and cite the fact that for many, a 
state loan is their only opportunity. 
Those opposed say that this loan 
program takes business away from 
banks and other loaning institutions. 
It also 
continues the practice of 
making loans to students going to 
church-supported 
schools. 
They 
also take the attitude that the young 
people can finance their own way by 
working. 


The final amendment would pro­ 
vide for annual sessions of the leg­ 
islature. 
Those supporting this am end­ 
ment contend that economic and ef­ 
ficient state government requires 
minimum time lag between the date 
budget estim ates are actually p re ­ 
pared and the passage of an appro­ 
priation bill. 
The business of the 
state has grown to the point that the 
legislature 
needs to have closer 
supervision of its activities. 
Those opposed say that annual 
sessions would just increase 
the 
cost of state government. They also 
maintain that the power of the gov­ 
ern o r to call special sessions e- 
lim inates the need for annual s e s ­ 
sions. 
The increased frequency of 
regular sessions would make service 
in the legislature a full-tim e job 
and even m ore economically unat­ 
tractive than it is at the present 
time.

Cancer is often spoken of as 
a “silent disease’’ because of 
the way it developes in many 
cases without producing any 
noticeable symptoms. And this 
silence can be deadly. 
Pain, which is m ost often 
thought of as accompanying 
diseases, generally isn’t pre­ 
sent with cancer until it is 
far advanced and has passed 
the “silent” stage, reports the 
Texas State Departm ent of 
Health. 
Usually 
cancer 
can 
bo 
treated 
satisfactorily 
if 
de­ 
tected in the early stages. The 
difficulty 
in 
cancer 
control 
lies in early detection of the 
disease. This is the 
reason 
regular — at least yearly — 
physical exam inations are so 
important. 
Only a physician can tell if 
cancer is present. Any suspi­ 
cious symptoms should be ex­ 
mined by the family physician. 
But often, by the tim e symp­ 
toms of cancer show up, it is 
too late for cure. Treatm ent of 
advanced cancer is difficult. 
All physician’s offices should 
be cancer detection centers. 
The family doctor Is the front 
line against cancer. And for a 
physical 
checkup, 
whether 
cancer is suspected or not, 
the personal physician is the 
logical person to see. If cancer 
Is suspected, the family doc­ 
tor may refer his patient to 
a specialist, if necessary. 
Cancer of the uterus, or 
womb is the third most dead­ 


ly form of cancer in women. 
Yet, it can be detected in the 
very early stages by a simple 
test — the Pap smear — which 
can be done 
painlessly and 
quickly in a doctors office. 
Early detection can lead to a 
IOO per cent cure. Last year 
at Dallas and San 
Antonio 
cervical cancer detection pro­ 
jects, supported by the State 
Health 
Departm ent, 
13,914 
Vests from around the state 
were screened, with 38 report­ 
ed as positive. 


The thorough physical ex­ 
amination should include in­ 
spection of the skin surface 
followed 
by exam ination 
of 
various organs such as the 
heart, lungs, stomach, intes­ 
tines, rectum, reproductive or­ 
gans and breasts. 
X-rays of the chest and other 
parts of the body if indicated 
and 
a proctoscopic exam i­ 
nation 
(visual 
inspection of 
the lining of the rectum and 
lower bow'el with a lighted 
tube) should also be performed. 
A proctoscopic examination si 
important since cancer of the 
colon and rectum can be dis­ 
covered in this way. 
If a physician suspects can­ 
cer, 
a biopsy may be per­ 
formed and a 
sample of the 
suspect tissue sent for micro­ 
scopic examination by a patho­ 
logist. 
This type of exam i­ 
nation is the only way to dif­ 
ferentiate the presence of a 
cancer or a benign tumor.

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Local Farmers Seek Extension, Improvement of 
Present Farm Programs On Washington 'Fly-In' 
Four Hamlin Farmers were 
among 125 farm and rural 
leaders who told members of 
the U. S, House and Senate 
In Washington, D.C., Tuesday 
that there is only one farm 
policy choice that is accept­ 
able and safe for Rural Ameri­ 
ca and that is to continue and 
Improve the 
existing farm 
price and income programs. 
Making the trip to Washing­ 
ton were 
Raymond Seif res, 
John Scarborough, 
Richard 
Young and H. W. Madden. 
The farm spokesmen, who 
came from Texas, Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, made 
the rounds of all the 535 of­ 
fices of House and Senate 
members to discuss 
several 
"crossroads decisions" now be­ 
fore Congress. 
The farmers were members 
of a Farmers Union "Legis­ 
lative Fly-In" effort which 
urged support of the farm bill 
sponsored 
by Rep. W. R. 
Poage, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House Agriculture Committee, 
to extend permanently the 
farm stabilization and food 
stamp programs. 
The farmer lobbyists sup­ 
ported the Poage bill as con­ 
trasted 
to 
the 
Dirkenscn- 
Mlchel bill which would phase 
out farm programs over a 
five-year period and rely in­ 
stead on a massive long-range 
Jand retirement program.

The Fly-In contingent told 
members of Congress that ex­ 
cept for one well-known ex­ 
ception, there would be vir­ 
tual unity in farm ranks on 
support of the Poage bill with 
some improving amendments. 
They 
cited 
an 
agreement 
reached earlier by 17 farm, 
commodity and cooperative 
groups to support a list of 
major farm program object­ 
ives in this session. 
The Farmers Union spokes­ 
men said that a cropland re­ 
tirement plan, based on re­ 
tirement of whole farms, would 
not only retire farm acres, but 
farm families and communities 
as well, sending new waves of 
displaced rural people into 
major cities already unable to 
cope with tehir problems. 
The farm 
representatives 
urged the following actions in 
this Congress: 
A rollback of the latest in­ 


terest rate increase as a pre­ 
requisite to extension of the 
federal income tax surtax. 


A ban on tax-loss farming 
by outsiders. 
Retention of the 7% federal 
investment tax credit on pur­ 
chases up to $15,000 a year. 


An increase in dairy sup­ 
ports to 90% of parity or $4.70 
per hundred pounds of milk. 
Improvement of the G. I. 
Bill farm training provisions 
and an increase in the monthly 
education assistance rates. 


Broadening of the federal 
market order authority and 
adoption of measures to en­ 
hance farm bargaining power. 
Establishment 
of 
a 
con­ 
sumer safety reserve of cot­ 
ton, soybeans, feed grains and 
wheat. 
Rapid expansion and im­ 
provement of the federal crop 
Insurance program.

lf there is anything that will start 
an argument among fishermen it is 
the color of the lure a bass will strike 
when it’s hungry. 
Of course, there still is the old 
school of anglers who believe that a 
bass strikes only when it is mad. 
Perhaps this is true sometimes. But i 
a bass has to eat and he’s not mad as 
often as lie’s hungry. 
Same is true of other fish, too. 
For instance, there is the lovely j 
rainbow trout. About the only time I 
we see them in Texas is when trout 
ponds are provided at some of the I 
sport shows. 
Then tile fishermen j 
(usually the youngsters) get IO min-; 
utes time to try to hook them for the i 
price of a half-buck. Usually these! 
trout are brought in from Arkansas j 
or Missouri. 


Now comes a new philosophy. Paul 


McAdams, w ho spends his w inters in 
Austin, enjoys the coolness and sum­ 
mertime fishing of Livingston, Mon­ 
tana. 
He comes to Texas in Mid- 


November then returns to Livingston 
about mid-April. There he operates 
a huge trout hatchery and several 
“ catchout” ponds. He stocks these 
ponds 
heavily 
with 
catchable-size 


trout, then charges anglers for the 
fish they land. 


When Paul first started he had a 
problem. He had stocked the ponds 
well with trout, but the visiting fish­ 
ermen couldn’t tempt them. Anglers 
would toss flies and spinners into the 
cool clear waters, then watch the fish 
disdain them without striking. Fin­ 
ally Paul solved the problem. It was 
their feeding habits! 
His fish had grown fat eating espe­ 
cially prepared food pellets. 
They 
knew nothing of natural foods. So, 
for a solution McAdams turned to his 
neighbor and friend Dan Bailey, a 


noted fly tier of the northwest. Bailey 
made a few samples of lures in pellet 
form. These they tossed at the trout. 
And—bang it worked! 
Now the fishermen have no trou­ 
ble catching all the trout they want. 
So, these trout probably will never 
have the opportunity to strike a nat­ 
ural bait, 


McAdams’ trout catchout ponds 


have proven to be a real success for 
summer tourist business. Many of 
the 5-million plus tourists through 
Montana and Wyoming each year 
have never caught a rainbow. But 
they can now ! And it is quite a thrill 
for the children. 


Cost? It’s IO cents per inch for the 
trout they catch. 
A nearby restaurant will cook the 
trout, or the tourists can take them 
to their own campgrounds for fresh- 
caught trout cooked in the open. 
Ummmm. Naturally, most of the 
trout are small . . . usually about IO 
inches long. 
However, occasionally 
there is a big one. and that really 
cau ses co n stern atio n among the 
anglers. 


McAdams calls his place the Jump­ 
ing Rainbow Ranch, and that is just 
what it is. 
He has proven one point and it Is 


that fish do strike when they are 
hungry. He also has established that 
commercial amateur fishing can he 
profitable for landowners. 


Of course there is fishing for free 
in the Yellowstone and other rivers 
of the area. They, also, are stocked 
each season with catchable size trout. 
So, the visitor can take his choice of 
fishing one of the streams, where he 
might catch a fish, or go to one of 
the commercial ponds, where the 
catch is certain.
